employ in making or amending fun-

Those who indulged
freely in that kind of arguments to
procure the adoption of the Prohibi-
tion amendment, might perhaps, on
reflection, feel satisfied with their ac-

position. But, save in the cities, they
were not opposed, only by the ballot.
They met the vast expense, held all
the meetings, distributed all the liter-

ature, perpetrated all the frauds, and
then the voters quietly and calmly
voted an emphatic condemnation,
without uttering one word. We would
that a question of such grave import-

ance, coming before the people iu such
a manner, had been more judiciously
